The spring term was ten weeks in length. We visited the 
school three times during this term, and found everything 
apparently in a harmonious and _ prosperous condition. 
Doubtless all persons who. were present at its close would 
testify to the highly enjoyable and entertaining character of 
the exercises. Some exceptionally fine concert reading was 
noted. In her register we find that the teacher has marked 
the deportment of her pupils as ‘‘good” for one term, and 
‘the very best” for another, which goes to prove certainly 
that she was well satisfied with their conduct. No formal 
examination was made at the end of the fall term. The 
school closed with an evening exhibition. Quite a number 
of children entered the school who did not attend a sufficient 
length of time to be reckoned legally as scholars.

She was, nevertheless, a power in the school room, and the 
result of her labors as exemplified on the last day of the term 
was avery happy one. This was not all due to the tact of 
the teacher, for she says of her pupils that they were ‘‘per- 
fect.”

In reviewing the school work for the year, we find many 
reasons for encouragement. No serious disturbances have 
arisen to divide the best interests of the schools. The terms 
in the outer districts have been short, but the number of pu- 
pils being so much smaller than in the village school, perhaps

the difference in the advantages enjoyed is not as great as 
might at first be supposed. The most common fault in read- 
ing is rapid utterance, as though the reader were on a wager 
to see how many words could be spoken in a given time. 
This does not apply to all pupils nor to all schools. The 
whole number of scholars enrolled on the registers is 149, 
97 boys and 52 girls. We have quite a number of pupils 
that rank high in mental ability and in scholarship. But we 
would remember that this is not all, nor the highest end to be 
sought. In the words of another, ‘*The world needs good 
men as well as good accountants and grammarians, and there 
is less lack of intelligence than of public virtue and private 
fair dealing—less lack of knowledge than of an inclination 
toward a noble life—a life of justice, kindness and mercy.” 
In closing this, my eighth annual report, I would thank 
those teachers, parents and friends, who have kindly assisted 
me in my efforts to promote the best interests of the schools.
